n - a T Y ° f the Brusse ls Mints : To commemorate the Millenary of 

the Brussels. Mints, two medals were struck: one in Gold (21mm .900) 
and one in Silver (27mm .835). The Brussels Mints have been striking 
coins for approximately 1,000 years and the above medals depict the 
obverse of one of the first coins known. Since Belgium gained its 
independence in 1830, only the Brussels Mint has been strikina coins 
and therefore no Mint Mark appears on the coins. 


I would like to devote the latter part of this article to silver 
coins, and. more particularly to their contents in silver. It is 
easy to give a general idea on this subject. 


All coins of Leopold I and Y8 of Leopold II are .900 silver. 

The remainder contain .835 silver with three exceptions: Y36 v/s 

and Y49 which are of .680 silver. 

Needless to say, I am at your disposal if you need any more information 
on. Belgian coinage. I will answer your questions to the best of my 
ability.
